SUMMER RECREATION 
SCHOOL 

This program which has’ been 
conducted at the Upland Element- 
ary school, closed Aug. 15, The 
program started with a bang and 
at the end of the second: week a 
néw daily average attendance 
record of two hundred and seven 
was attained. Of this group the 
nursery school claimed fifty, most- 
ly three-year-olds at that. While 
we didn’t keep our high average 
every week, we have had a daily 
summer. average of one hundred 
and thirty with approximately 
five hundred different children 
taking an active part. 
SWIMMING « 

The swimming program proved 
very popular, with many children 
riding the school bus to the Chaf- 
fey pool each Monday and Wed- 
nesday. Many learned to swim 
and all kept cool and had fun 
these two mornings each week. 
ARTS AND CRAFTS 

A great many boys and girls 
have taken’ advantage of the op- 
portunities in craft work during 
this summer. . According to rec- 
ords kept, one hundred and thirty- 
five different children have made 
various things during these past 
eight weeks. The ages varied 
from six-year-olds to sixteen-year- 
olds. The .second’ week saw the 
heaviest attendance, with an aver- 
age of fifty each day, but as the 
summer camps opened, families 
took vacations and days became 
warmer the attendance decreased. 
In spite of this, about thirty-five 
children were regular in attend- 
ance throughout the summer, 
Many of them staying all day 
every day. The most popular ac- 
tivities proved to be making lan- 
yards, plastic rings, wall placques, 
and preparing plaster forms for 
glazing. Other activities includ- 
ed knitting, hand-hemstitching, 
shellcraft, decorating combs, 
wrapping jars with broom cord, 
work with raffia, glazing and wir- 
ing, etching -metal-trays, etehing 
glass, molding clay objects, mak- 
ing: ‘bookends, glazing figurines, 
making pie tin wall plaques, giv- 
ing a copper effect to plaster 
placques, finishing. jewelry boxes, 
sawing and shaping plastic rings, 
making leather billfolds and coin 
pursés. 

GAMES - 

The game room was always a 
center of activity. With almost 
every game available, there was 
no danger of repetitious hours. 

._The most popular outdoor 

games were ping. pong, croquet, 
badminton, . shuffleboard and soft- 
ball... ‘The Ramblers, who repre- 
sent the summer recreation school 
in the junior league, are a strong 
contender. for first place. 
-. This team is made up of 27 
players and will continue to rep- 
resent, the school in the league 
until the end of the season. . 

The boys and girls of Upland 
are a fine group and are worthy 
of the finest of recreation pro- 
grams. They and the school’s 
faculty join me in thanking the 
Upland school district (whose fa- 
cilities we used) and the City. of 
Upland for helping to make pos- 
sible-a grand summer piearane 
PARK ACTIVITIES 

Thus far our activities in the 
park have been confined to night- 
ball. We have three leagues op- 
erating at the present time. Each 
league, the A, B and junior, is 
made up of six teams. These 
teams in turn are made up of six- 
teen players. Some of the junior 
team rosters are made up of as 
many as thirty players. This 
gives us approximately three hun- 
dred active participants. 

The teams are now in the 
eighth week of their ten-week 
schedule and to date have played 
to more than 20,000 spectators.
